Melvin Diamukes,

“Every place I go, I go ar­ 
med,” Diamukes told newsmen 
after the verdict. “This is a 
great load off my mind, but 
when I leave here it’s just the 
beginning. I don’t know who is 
waiting for me out in the dark.” 
The four defendants were 
accused of conspiring “to injure, 
oppress, 
threaten 
and 
in­ 
timidate” ten occupants of the 
motel when they raided the 
building July 26,1967 in a search 
for reported snipers. 
Witnesses said two white girls 
and eight Negro youths were 
beaten with rifle butts or 
otherwise abused by police and 
National Guardsmen. 
If found guilty, the defendants 
could have been sentenced to 10 
years in prison and fined $10,000.

It would 
increase substantially the numbers of graduating nurses, op­ 
tometrists. pharmacists, veterinarians, and public health experts 
It would also provide the necessary funds to complete three new 
medical schools at San Diego, Irvine and Davis. And it would make 
possible the expansion of medical, nursing, dental, pharmacy, 
veterinary and other health training facilities at university cam­ 
puses throughout the state 


There is no doubt of the need for the results Monagan promises.

When 
there’s loose money lying 
around Washington, President 
Nixon’s 
old 
law 
firm 
in­ 
creasingly is available to help 
pick it up. 
Take, 
for 
instance, 
the 
proposed 
$2.55 
billion 
Washington subway, which had 
become side-tracked until the 
former Nixon firm got busy 
behind the scenes 
No one would suggest that 
Mudge, Rose, Guthrie and 
Alexander is going to get all 
$2.55 billion simply because 
President Nixon is in the White 
House and another former 
partner, John Mitchell, is At­ 
torney General. So far the old 
Nixon firm has a grip only on 
about $200.000. 
The subway is being financed 
in part with an $880 million bond 
float, and the lawyers who 
handle such floats are always 
sure of rich profits. 
While the subway was in its 
dreaming stages, from 1966 to 
1969, the New York firm of 
Hawkins. Delafield and Wood 
did a highly acceptable job of 
working up plans for the bond 
issues But the big money was 
still to come. 
Last June, the Hawkins, 
Delafield firm found out what 
kind of league they were playing 
in. Their bond man, Robert 
Ferdon, who was working on the 
Washington bond deal, jumped 
over to the law firm of Mudge, 
Rose 
Mitchell had been the 
firm’s top municipal bond at­ 
torney, 
and 
someone 
unquestionably was needed to 
step into his shoes. 
Behind closed doors, partner 
Frank 
W’ood 
of 
Hawkins, 
Delafield and Wood fought to 
keep 
the 
Washington 
Metropolitan Area 
Transit 
Authority as a client, citing the 
firm’s long service. 
A 
memorandum 
of 
the 
meeting prepared by WMATA’s 
general 
m anager, 
Jackson 
Graham, states that Wood and 
his colleagues “were, of course, 
anxious to r°Lsi’ tk? Authority 
as a client.” 
But the memo, obtained by 
this column, ended with the 
story of Wood’s defeat. The 
WMATA 
general 
m anager 
recommended that a switch be 
made to Mudge, Rose. The move 
was officially ratified June 30. 


SUDDEN SOLUTIONS 
By an amazing coincidence, 
the Nixon Administration and 
the Washington, D.C., govern­ 
ment, both subject to the 
President, swiftly began to 
break the logjams that had 
blocked 
the 
much-needed 
subway. 
As Mudge. Rose began to work 
on the bond issues — winch will 
enrich the firm a minimum of 
$200,000 in the next eight to ten 
years — the voices of discord 
became voices of harmony. 
The city government yielded a 
bit to the freeway backers who 
had previously thwarted the 
subway. The congressional 


subcommittees also responded 
After 
wrangling 
years 
of 
disagreem ent, the President 
was able to sign and announce a 
$1.15 billion authorization on 
December 9, only five months 
after his old law firm had been 
cut into the subway deal. 
The “Metro” promises to be a 
beauty. Its 98 miles will serve 
both the suburbs and the inner 
city. No one questions its need. 
Robert Ferdon explained to 
this column that he and the 
President’s old law partners 
were “brought together by some 
friends.” The WMATA said that 
Ferdon’s know-how “was im­ 
portant enough for us to follow 
the man rather than the firm ” 


ANTI-POLLUTION 
RUNAROUND 
If anyone outside California 
walked into a Ford or Chrysler 
showroom and ordered a new 
car with 
the advanced air 
pollution 
equipment 
now 
required by California law, he 
would be told he couldn’t have it. 
Although the devices are the 
best available, this column has 
learned that Ford and Chrysler 
are actively discouraging their 
sale outside California 
The price manuals issued by 
both companies to their dealers 
across 
the 
country 
state 
unequivocally that the special 
anti-pollution equipment is 
available on California cars 
only. 
Furtherm ore, the Chrysler 
computer system is program­ 
med to reject automatically an 
order for the equipment should 
one come in from one of the 
other 49 states. 
Spokesmen for both Ford and 
C h ry s le r, 
n e v e rth e le s s , 
acknowledged to this column 
that there was no reason why a 
determined buyer, willing to 
wait a little longer for his new 
car, could not obtain the special 
device. 
Thus both companies admit 
they have issued 'alse in­ 
formation to theii dealers, 
which is bound to discourage the 
purchase of pollution control 
equipment. This is an ironic 
admission in view' of the pious 
statem ents both companies 
have made about their desire to 
clean up the air. 
The equipment in question is a 
system which curte pollution 
from the evaporation of gasoline 
in fuel lines, tanks or car­ 
buretors. It costs about $40 
Asked why the company price 
manual falsely stated that the 
system was not available out­ 
side California, a Chrysler of­ 
ficial could give no immediate 
explanation. 
A Ford spokesman said the 
company “ thought it was ad­ 
visable to test this system for a 
year to perfect the design and 
service techniques” before 
making the equipment available 
nationally. 
He acknowledged, however, 
there was no doubt that the 
system worked effectively and 
he said no particular service 
problems had been encountered.

Paris —- The headline in Le 
Figaro is: 
“Violent Demon­ 
strations -Follow Sentencing of- 
The Chicago Pacifists.” One 
hopes for relief in the news 
story. But the designation is not 
amplified Throughout the story, 
the defendants 
(and by in­ 
direction their lawyers), are 
referred to as “the pacifists of 
Chicago.” 


The story appeared before the 
judicial 
denouement. 
It 
described 
the 
reaction 
in 
Berkeley, California, not to the 
final outcome of the trial, but to 
the sentencing for contempt of 
the principals involved in it by 
Judge Hoffman. The designation 
of them as “pacifists,” like so 
much of the commentary during 
the past period, suggests the 
trouble we are in. 


The attorneys, it is popularly 
supposed, are not responsible 
for the conduct of the defen­ 
dants. In fact, the situation in 
the Chicago courtroom was such 
as 
to make it difficult 
to 
distinguish 
between 
the 
defendants and their attorneys, 
so clearly were they fused in 
attempting to make a political, 
as distinguished from a legal or 
constitutional point. 


The courtroom was utter 
chaos, a kind of psychedelic 
judicial melodrama, in which 
one defendant roared out to the 
presiding judge, “ You’re a 
disgrace to the Jews, runt! You 
should have served Hitler 
better.” The attorneys were not, 
so far as one can see, ruffled. No 
effort, visible to the layman 
attempting to follow the story 
was made by them to discipline 
their clients. On the contrary, 
their own behavior suggested 
their 
acquiescence 
in 
the 
characterization 
of 
the 
presiding judge as “racist,” 
"fascist,” “pig.” An official of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union called it “probably the 
most important political trial in 
the history of the U. S.” one 
wonders whether he understood 
fully how correct he was, the 
point being that the effort of the 
defendants appears largely to 
have succeeded. The discussion 
of it has become political, rather 
than legal. “This is the first 
tria l,” Newsweek quotes a 
Chicago lawyer as commenting, 
“where (one) defendant has 
tried to render the trial im­ 
possible under the current 
judicial process. I wonder why a 
m urderer hasn’t tried this tactic 
of refusing to be tried. In effect, 
he could continue to stave off 
execution.” 
And how remarkably well the

defendants have succeeded. 
Paris is not that far away, in an 
age of instant communication. 
But the news story refers to the 
defendants 
m erely 
as 
“pacifists.” It would be in no 
sense different if Goebbels and 
his staff, on trial at Nuremburg, 
were described by Le Figaro as, 
free speech advocates.” 


A few observations. 1. The 
stress in the news is — have you 
noticed? — on the severity of the 
sentences for contempt by 
Judge Hoffman. Is there, really, 
such a huge public curiosity 
about the appropriate punish­ 
ment for a defendant or his 
lawyer, who denounces or 
countenances the denunciation 
of the presiding judge, as a pig, 
or racist, or fascist? I mean, is 
there really a national com­ 
mitment concerning the inad­ 
visability of a four-year sen­ 
tence, as distinguished from a 
six-month sentence or a two- 
year sentence? The answer is 
plainly no. 


2. Is it not striking that in the 
general commotion, so little 
thought has been given to what 
would have been the appropriate 
action taken by the presiding 
judge? Unless one desires 
simply to jettison the entire 
system 
of 
western 
jurisprudence, 
one ought to 
begin by asking the question: 
what does a judge do when the 
defendants intentionally, and 
with the apparent collaboration 
of their lawyers, simply proceed 
to 
make 
impossible 
the 
mechanisms of jurisprudence? 


And 3. is the suspicion well 
founded that judges, when 
called upon to affirm the 
authority of other justices over 
the conduct of lawyers, become 
lawyers rather than justices? 
They say it about doctors — that 
they will hardly ever appear as 
witnesses in malpractice suits. 
And they are saying it about 
judges that their loyalty to the 
gender lawyer is greater than 
their allegiance to the species 
judge. We will see. Meanwhile 
one hopes to see a division 
between those who — for 
whatever reasons — disapprove 
the 1968 Act under which the 
defendants were being tried, 
and those who disapprove the 
conduct of the case by Judge 
Hoffman: between them, and 
those whose single concern is to 
side 
politically 
with 
the 
defendants. It is up to the former 
to tell us what ought to have 
been done, and how a judge is 
supposed to maintain order in 
such a situation. They must do 
so even at the risk of being 
called pigs, fascists, and racists.

The story appeared before the

Berkeley, California, not to the 
final outcome of the trial, but to 
the sentencing for contempt, of 
the principals involved in it by 
Judge Hoffman. The designation 
of them as "pacifists," like so 
much of the commentary during 
the past period, suggests the 
trouble we are in.. 


The attorneys, it is popularly 
supposed, are not responsible 
for the conduct of the defen­ 
dants-.. In fact, 'the situation in. 
the Chicago courtroom was such 
as to make it difficult 
to 
distinguish 
between 
the 
defendants and their attorneys, 
so clearly were they fused in 
attempting to make a political, 
as distinguished from a legal or 
constitutional point. 


The courtroom was utter 
chaos, a kind of psychedelic 
judicial melodrama, in which 
one defendant roared out to the 
presiding judge, "You’re a 
disgrace to the Jews, runt! You 
should have served Hitler 
better." The attorneys were not, 
so far as one can see, ruffled No 
effort, visible to the layman 
attempting to follow the story 
was made by them to discipline 
their clients. On the contrary, 
their own behavior suggested 
their acquiescence in 
the

the American Civil Liberties 
Union called it "probably the 
most important political 'trial in.

1 wonder why a 
murderer hasn’t tried this tactic 
of refusing 'to be tried. In 'effect, 
he could continue to stave off 
execution. ” 
And how remarkably, well the 


defendants have succeeded 
Paris is not that far away, in an 
age of instant communication. 
But the news story refers to the 
defendants 
merely 
as 
"pacifists,’’ It would be in no 
sense different if Goebbels and 
his staff, on trial at Nuremburg, 
were described, by Le Figaro as, 
free speech advocates."

Is there, really, 
such a huge public curiosity 
about the appropriate punish­ 
ment for a defendant or his 
lawyer, who denounces or 
countenances the denunciation 
of the presiding judge, as a pig, 
or racist, or fascist?

Carl Grondona, Red Bluff op­ 
tometrist, attended the meeting.

correct alignment of both eyes, 
color vision, depth perception, 
field of vision, equal visual 
development of both eyes, eye 
movement

nected physical and emotional 
symptoms. 
People with eye disease and 
injury may benefit from drugs, 
corrective surgery, special 
contact lenses or low vision 
optical 
aids, 
the 
institute 
reported. In its view, a vision 
analysis not only detects han­ 
dicaps but provides a person 
with self knowledge of his visual 
status and limitations. 
The eyes often suffer im­ 
pairment because of the in­ 
tricate nature of the visual 
system. According to the in­ 
stitute’s report: “The retina of 
each eye contains 126 million 
vision cells in an area the size 
and thickness of a 
postage 
stamp. These two precise retinal 
areas funnel visual impulses 
through one million fibers to the 
optic nerve. Focusing requires 
great precision. A change in the 
length of an eyeball of only two- 
thousandths of an inch — the 


thickness of a hair — can con­ 
stitute a focusing error to the 
optom etrist 
examining 
a 
patient. Eighty-five per cent of 
all of us have some degree of 
focusing error. 
“To begin to understand just 
how intricate the marvelous 
vision system is and why it is so 
difficult to maintain precise 
vision, consider that the brain 
must accurately adjust the tone 
of 12 muscles, six controlling the 
orientation of each eye and 
combine the two different 
images. Difficulty in resolving 
these two images may result in 
suppression or suspension of the 
image in the poorer eye in favor 
of the image of the good eye. 
Since some uses of vision are 
partly learned, experience will 
tend to strengthen the vision 
development of the eye that is 
used and diminish development 
of the other.” 
The visual system, in the view 


of the institute, is like an elec­ 
tronic meter that monitors the 
environm ent. 
When 
the 
monitoring instruments fail to 
operate 
precisely, 
the 
in­ 
formation communicated to the 
brain is misleading. This, to the 
institute, is the primary reason 
for periodic professional vision 
analysis.

Five U.S. Marines 
Charged With Killing 
Vietnamese Women 


DA NANG, Vietnam (AP> — 
Five American Marines have 
been charged with killing 16 
South Vietnamese women and 
children in a village south of Da 
Nang 
Feb. 
19, 
m ilitary 
spokesmen 
announced 
today. 
The names of the Marines and 
the village were not disclosed 
immediately. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
the 
1st 
Marine Division said the men 
were members of a 
combat 
patrol operating in the Que Son 
district about 27 miles south of 
Da Nang Another Marine patrol 
found the bodies and reported 
what 
they 
saw 
to 
higher 
authorities. 
An investigation followed. 
A 
headquarters 
spokesman 
said Marines in that area had 
suffered a 
large number 
of 
casualties from sniper fire and 
booby traps. 
All five Marines were enlisted 
men with the 1st Division’s 7th 
Regiment, and all were charged 
with murder, the spokesman 
said. 


The Laos war is being fought 
in the air and on the ground with 
the principal antagonists 
the 
North V ietnam ese and 
the 
Armee Clandestine (AC)—and 
the Royal Laotian Army and the 
Patho 
Lao 
as 
minor 
par­ 
ticipants. 
The ground war as yet is not 
being fought by U.S. troops but 
by the AC (mountain tribesmen) 
fully financed by the U.S. and 
with a few 
hundred military 
advisers and CIA agents 
on 
hand. 
Amenca 
pays, 
trains 
and 
equips the AC, supplies it with 
helicopter service and tactical 
bombing support 
Americans 
plan and direct operations at 
least at staff level. 
The Patho 
Lao are Communist forces left 
over from the French war, and 
are roughly equivalent to the 
Viet Cong in South Vietnam. 
But the Patho Lao have 
become relatively insignificant, 
nearly 
supplanted 
by 
North 
V ietnam ese 
soldiers 
who 
number some 50,000 
And in 
many instances, the Patho Lao 
are beasts of burden for the 
North Vietnamese troops—used 
to pack supplies. 
There is one big difference in 
the two wars: In South Vietnam 
that 
country’s 
troops 
and 
Americans conduct the regular 


Army role of fighting, while the 
Viet Cong carry out the guerilla 
warfare. 
But in Laos, the AC 
which is supported bv the U.S. is 
in the guerrilla role, with the 
North Vietnamese and Patho 
Lao in the traditional Army role. 
President Nixon has said the 
American people are getting all 
the information they need to 
have about U.S involvement in 
Laos. He has declined to answer 
questions on the m atter when 
brought up at his news con­ 
ferences 
The President also has ap­ 
parently urged members of the 
Foreign 
Relations Committee 
not to d ivulge inform ation 
concerning U. S. presence in 
Laos—information which they 
have 
dug 
up on 
their 
own 
through hearings. 
T hese 
hearings 
w ill 
be 
resuming shortly, and there is 
grow ing 
dem and 
that 
the 
committee 
make 
public 
the 
information which it has. 
And 
there are a growing number of 
com m ittee members who think 
this m ight be a good idea. 
Some say it is one thing to 
support the President in his 
efforts 
to 
gradually 
pull 
America out of the Vietnam 
war, but another to give a blank 
check 
for 
involvem ent 
in 
another such conflict in Laos.

Southern conservative and a 
judge who has adhered to the 
Constitution 
in 
writing 
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decisions He fits, many say, 
what President Nixon wants in a 
Supreme Court justice 
All of those who have declared 
they will vote against the con­ 
firmation were among op­ 
ponents 
who last summer 
defeated 
Judge 
Clement 
Haynesworth for the position. 
And a number of those who 
opposed Haynesworth have 
already said they intended to 
vote 
for 
the 
Carswell 
nomination. 
Sen Daniel Inouye of Hawaii 
is one of the strongest Carswell 
opponents, and in his opposition 
he points to civil rights issues as 
his major objection to the ap­ 
pointee. 
Sen. Warren Magnuson of 
Washington has said he also will 
vote against confirmation, along 
with numerous other liberal 
! senators 
Some of the opponents point to 
Carswell’s statements on white 
supremacy made 22 years ago 
as reasons for their opposition. 
Many others say, however, hat 
since Carswell has repudiated 
the statements they should not 
be held against him at this Ite 
date. 


Sen. Hiram Fong of Hawaii, a 
Republican, has indicated he

confirmation
